There were so many 
that the house physician thought it not ad- 
visable to have them all in the small room 
which the child suicide shares with another 
patient, so after the little one had inspected 
her floral gifts a selection was made and 
the others placed on ice for preservation. 

The kind-hearted nurses arranged some 
of the flowers on a large table, completely 
covering it, and bunches of roses were fes- 
tooned with smilax on the screen that is 
placed around the child’s bed. Between 
the red petals on the table could be seen 
the yellow of oranges, for enough of the 
golden fruit to last the little one months 
had been sent by sympathetic persons who 
had read the simple appeal made by the 
child Wednesday. 

The donors of flowers and fruit do not 
wish publicity and names did not accom- 
pany the gifts. It is known that a florist 
sent one of the boxes on his own account, 
and a little nosegay was presented by the 
City Hospital ambulance driver. Aside 
from these the identity of the donors has 
been withheld. 

It was d o'clock Wednesday night when 
the last floral gift of the day was left at the 
hospital.

HOUSE WIGGLED OUT. 
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A Strong Disposition Shown to Econ- 
omize,

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 11.—The 


general appropriation bill for the support 
of the State government was discussed at 
reat length in the House this morning. 
he bill was discussed section by section. 
The first important feature was the reduc- 
tion of $4,000 for contingent expenses of the 
Governors office. This item was cut to 
$2,500. The $1,200 allowed for the hire of a 
clerk was also stricken out. This movement 
was brought about by Dr. Tubbs, who de- 
clared that so long as the Governor has a 
private secretary and stenographer there is 
no occasion for employing a cierk.

They arrived in St. Louis March 8 from 
Fredonia, an., whence they had been 
sent by kindly, but poor, relatives. 

Up to last April their home was in Den- 
ver, Colo. Their father, James Mead, was a 
railroad man. He lived with his wife and 
two children as contentedly as most honest 
men do who work hard for a living. 

His position kept him occtipied at night 
and his wife, who was a frivolous woman, 
took. advantage of his absence to have 
gentlemen callers at the house at such 
times. 

One night Mead returned unexpectedly. 
The next morning his dead body was found 
at his home. He had been murdered.’ 

Suspicion pointed to the wife, but there 
was no evidence against her and the Coro- 
ner’s jury, after spending three fruitless 
days on the inquest, returned a verdict 
that Mead had been murdered by someone 
93 to them. 

Very shortly after this Mrs. Mead eloped 
with a bridge carpenter. She is now said to 
be Uving with him.

NEW YORK, March 11.—The Sun has the 


following cable this morning from London: 
The danger of war in the East has decid- 
edly diminished for the time being. The 
situation has been completely changed by 
public opinion in Western Europe. The 
French Government has been compelled to 
give notice, reluctantly, to its Russian aliles 
that it cannot join in any vindictive or se- 
vere measures against Greece while public 
opinion in France remains as t now is. 
Lord Salisbury would gladly give a similar 
notice, but it would be received only with 
suspicion and resentment. It is quite dif- 
ferent as regards France. Russia knows the 
French officials would gladly join them, but 
they dare not in face of the opposition of 
Parliament and the masses of the French 
people. The most they can do is to request 
delay until an opportunity is given to change 
or amend the popular mind. Great efforts 
are to be made in this direction between 
now and Saturday, when the question will 
be debated in the French Chamber. 
The indications grow stronger that it will 
no longer be possible to secure a unanimous 
vote of the powers in favor of Greece’s co- 
ercion. This, of course, means more delay, 
more uncertainty, and continued impotence, 
if not the dissolution of the concert of Eu- 
rope. It means also new dangers and great 
ones, Which already have alarmed the Gov- 
ernment, but not the people of this coun- 
try.

NOW FOR REGISTRATION. 
Amid the bustle and excitement over 
the primaries and candidates Democratic 
leaders and workers must not lose sight 
of the importance of looking up all Dem-

ALTGELD POINTS THE WAY. 


A. S. Trude of Chicago in withdrawing 
fram the contest for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Mayor in that city, makes two 
statements which explain each other. He 
says he would not run on a silver plat- 
form, and that he was forced out of the 
race by the opposition of ex-Gov.

It is a fact of which the public has 
been heretofore advised, but which has 
been overlooked in the general disposi- 
tion to damn Congress and let it go at 
that. Briefly stated, the fact is that 
though the aggregate appropriations of 
the Congress just ended were the largest 
in the history of the country, they were 

25,000,000 short of the estimates made by 
the Cleveland Administration. The same 
was true of the Congress preceding this. 
And it was equally true of the two Con- 
gressional terms running through Mr. 
Harrison’s occupancy of the White House. 

It became a fad; during the Cleveland 
regime, to decry Congress as an obstruc- 
tion to good government. Congress is 
not infallible, but the aggregate wisdom 
of a people is always more to be trusted 
than anything else. If not, our system of 
government is a failure. The greatest 
mistakes of the Cleveland Administration 
were in things done in defiance of Con- 
gress, in things attempted which Con- 
gress defeated, and in things resisted 
which Congress supported, Such will be 
the verdict of history. 

But because the Cleveland estimates 
were $25,000,000 higher than the sum Con- 
gress appropriated is no reason why the 
recent Congress should have appropriated 
as much as it did. Having started in to 
cut the estimates it should have cut deep- 
er than it did. For, after all, the re- 
sponsibility for appropriations is with 
Congress and not with the Executive De- 
partment, Under the Constitution Con- 


revenue and expenditure—in fact, over 
all the monetary affairs of the Govern- 
ment. This being so, Congress cannot 
plead extravagance of Executive esti- 
mates as an excuse for profligate appro- 
priations. These estimates“ submitted 
by the various Cabinet officials are to be 
regarded by Congress simply as recom- 
mendations or requests. Congress is the 
sole judge of whether or not they are 
reasonable, and is vested with the abso- 
lute power to grant or refuse them. It 
is just as much its duty to cut down an 
extravagant estimate submitted by the 
Executive Department as it is its duty 
to stand between the Government Treas- 
ury and all outside grabbers. 

If it neglects that duty, Congress alone 
is to blame. The House in particular is 
very jealous of any infringement of its ab- 
solute control of taxes andappropriations. 
When, therefore, public opinion begins to 
lash it for profligate appropriations, it is 
absurd as well as cowardly to put for- 
ward as an excuse the still greater ex- 
travagance of Executive estimates.

A Death-Bed Confession.

. Almost the last official act of President 
Cleveland was his signature of the bill pro- 
viding for an international conference look - 
ing toward international bimetallism. It 
was a death-bed confession by the exp 
ing gold standard Administration, just as 
the passage of the bill was a confession 
by the Republicans in Congress that the 
single standard is a fraud, a failure dnd 
a menace. At the last moment the Repub- 
licans and Mr. Cleveland thus practically 
admit the justice of the attacks made upon 
monometallism by the Democrats last sum. 
mer. " 
Though then, when the campaign was in 
progress, they denounced the Democrats as 
repudiationists, inflationists and anarchists, 
they now range themselves with the objects 
of their denunciation. Though then they 
talked hotly about “debasing the currency” 
and insisted that there could be only one 
measure of values, and that gold should be 
that measure, they now take steps to de- 
base the currency” and restore the double 
measure of values. Though then they ridi- 
culed the complaint that the appreciating 
single standard had depreciated everything 
else, they now tacitly own that the com- 
plaint is well founded and are trying to 
re-establish the parity between products 
and the circulating medium of exchange. 

Mr. Cleveland will be out of the difficulty 
so created, and neither the country nor he 
will be concerned with his future course 
with regard to future circumstances.

Suppose no international agreement 
can be obtained? 

Now that it has repudiated the gold stand- 
ard, how will the Republican party oppose 
the Democrats when they renew the hattle 
for bimetallism in 1900?

IT PREVENTS CONFUSION. 


A Manager of the Century Discusses 
the Play-House Trust Controlled 
by His Partner, Al Hayman. 


“It isn’t a trust. It is merely a simpli- 
fication and a unification of theatrical in- 
terests,“ said Will J. Davis of the Century 
management. 

He was answering a question about the 
combination of theater managers through 
which Al Hayman, Mr. Davis’ partner, and 
Klaw & Erlanger decide what attractions 
shall appear at play-houses in thirty cities 
of America, and when. 

“How do you simplify and how do you 
unify ?’’ 


“This way: Under the old system of 
booking, the house manager and the com- 
pany manager met in New York and came 
to terms. he house manager's purpose 
was to fill the dates at his theater with 
attractions that would please the public 
and put money in his purse. The company 
manager wanted to make a route that 
would be profitable. One company might 
be booked for a date that another company 
needed to perfect its route and a trade 
would have to be made. Of course that 
meant expense. For instance A would 
want to play in St. Louis on the dates pre- 
empted b . A would pay B. and B would 
go elsewhere. possibly buying from C. if 
they could not come to terms there was 
confusion and sometimes a lawsuit. This 
lack of system led to throat-cutting and 
foolish and unprofitable rivalries. Two at- 
tractions of the same sort would appear in 
the same town at the same time and both 
would lose money. Suppose DeWolf Hopper

WILL BE SUICIDE. 


DID TERESA SCHAEFFLER SHOOT 
HERSELF THREE TIMES? 


ARE MAKING NO HEADWAY. 


Her Husband, Now in Jail, and Reed’s 
Companion, Will Testify She 
Often Threatened Suicide. 


Dr. Lloyd was the first witness on the 
tand Thursday morning in the Reed mur- 
der trial. Dr. Lloyd is the Deputy Cor- 
oner who examined the body of Teresa 
Schaeffler, Reed's victim, in the Morgue, 
and swore the witnesses over the corpse. 
He testified as an expert. The witness was 
examined minutely as to the nature and 
position of the wounds found upon the 
body. 

The cross-examination was thorough, but 
the testimony was mainly technical, and 
without interest save to the jury and coun- 
sel. Reed’s attorneys made every effort to 
bring out an admission that the nature 
of the wounds was such as would make 
probable the theory that they were self- 
inflicted. The effort was not successful. 

John Becker, the following witness, testi- 
fied that he was standing on the sidewalk 
on the night of the shooting, just outside 
the wine-room. He heard the sound of five 
istol shots from within. An instant later 

d ran out of the room, greatly excited. 
As he passed by witness he exclaimed: 
There's a woman shot in there, d Iam 
going for a policeman.” Reed disappeared 

own the street. 

An important witness for the defense is 
Jacob Schaeffler, husband of the mur 
dered woman, from whom he had been sepa- 
rated. Schaeffler is in jail for burglary, 
and has been Reed’s companion since his 
incarceration. Schaeffler, it is said, will 
testify that the woman was of a morose 
disposition, and that she had often threat- 
ened to commit suicide. 

Reed's trial began Wednesday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock, with John P. Pensa, proprietor 
of the saloon in which the crime was com- 
mitted, on the stand. He testified to having 
served Reed and the woman with drinks 
in the wine-room on the evening of July 7. 
A short time after serving the drinks he 
heard the pistol shots, and, re-entering the 
wine-room, saw the woman lying on the 
floor dead. He saw Reed running out of the 
side door. 

Nietert, who held the autopsy on 
the body, testified to the location and na- 
ture of the wounds on the body, and to 
the cause of her death. He was ques- 
tioned at great length as to the direction 
taken by each of the three bullets, and 
was asked if, in his opinion, based on the 
course taken by the bullets, the wounds 
could have been inflicted by the woman 
herself. He answered that he did not think 
they could, since the shock to the nervous 
* m — be so great after any one 
of. bullets had entered where they did. 
that the woman would not have sufficient 
strength to fire again.

OSCAR W. BLEECK TELIS HOW TO 
MAKE ASSESSMENTS. 


IT COST HIM Mis PLACE. 


He Assessed Property at Its Real 
Value and Was Forced 
to Resign. 


ä — 


A way to secure fair assessments in St. 
Louls and the State is pointed out by Oscar 
W. Bleeck, a surveyor at 1009 Chestnut 
street. Mr. Bleeck was a district assessor 
directly after the war and again in 1877, 
just after the City Charter went into effect. 

He is the district assessor mentioned by 
Assessor A. H. Frederick 
once attempted to assess “all 2— 
erty its ull value, with the re- 
sult that he was forced to resign from 
office. Assessor Frederick made the state- 
ment in the same connection in Tuesday’s 
Post-Dispatch that it was impossible to ar. 
rive exactly at actual values and that they 
were being approximated as closely as pos- 
sible already. 

Mr. Bleeck knows that assessments can 
be made to conform to the law because 
it has been done in spite of the arguments 
of those unwitting to make the necessa 
changes. He explained to a Post-Dispato 
reporter how it was done up to 1878. 

“I became a District Assessor directly 
after the war,” said Mr. Bleeck. 
time we were not sworn to assess property 
at its full or cash value. The rate estab- 
lished was 0 per cent. But to figure this 
beds were compelled to ascertain: the full 

ue. 

We accomplished it easily and there is 
nothing to prevent it being arrived at now. 
We took all the real estate transfers for 
the two years preceding. From them we 
selected those which represented actual 
transactions, ignoring those in which prop- 
erty was merely exchanged or was passed 
from one member of a family to another. 
Then we ascertained what each house 
rented for. From the annual] rental we aa- 
certained what its rental value was by a 
problem in percentage. We usually found 
that the rental value corresponded with the 
consideration named in the transfer. We 
usually allowed 10 per cent as the earning 
capacity, which allowed for repairs, taxes 
and other expenses, It was not difficult 
either to arrive at the actual cost of build- 
ings, by reference te records. 

“IT was in office until 1873, and was again 
appointed in 1877 The same system was 
employed until 1877. Under Assessor Charles 
Powers, the rate of assessment was chan 
and the oath administered to the district 
assessors was altered. We were required to 
swear that we would assess property at its 
full cash value, instead of at 60 per cent. 
The constitution 8 vou know, that 
taxes shall be levled upon property in pro- 


portion to its value. 

“I took this to mean what it said, and, 
bound by my oath, proceeded to assess at 
the full value. I arrived at this by the same | 
methods I employed when in office before, | 
against the protests of the other district as- 
sessors who continued on the 60 per cent 
basis. The result was that the assessments 
in my district were over one-third higher 
than those in the nine other districts. The 
other assessors raised a great rumpus and 
refused to increase their assessments. The 
property owners in my district are indig- 
nant at having to pay taxes on the valua- 
tion required by law, and there was a great 
to-do about it. I told them they were right 
to object, because they would pay a greater 
proportion of taxes than those in any other 
district.” I advised them to before the 
Board of Equalization and have the as- 
Sessments adjusted. Finally I consented to 
a compromise and lowered my assessments | 
to 80 per cent of the full values. But such 
an uproar had been made that some one 
had to go, and I was forced by Mayor Over- 
stolz to resign. * f 

“Mr. Frederick says that real estate trans- 
fers are of no service in ascertaining the 
value of property, because so few of them 
represent actual transactions. He is mis- 
taken. He will find that eighty out of every 
100 deeds recorded are for legitimate sales. 
There fs little or no trouble in ascertaining 
values accurately. The law should be ob- 
served by the District Assessors, and the 
reduction or enhancement of assessments 
left with the Board of Equalization, whose 
duty it is to pass upon them. Taxpayers 
who think they are assessed too high will 
not hesitate to apply to the Board of Equal- 
ization for relief. 

“With St. Louis property properly as- 
sessed, it will not be necessary to issue city 
bends to cover municipal expenses. If St. 
Louis then paid taxes en higher assess- | 
ments than any other part of the State, the 
rest of the State would have to come up to 
the St, Louis standard through the efforts 
of the State Board of Equalization, and 
there would soon be money enough for all | 
State purposes. 

“It is not even necessary to levy taxes on 
100 per cent valuations to raise money | 
enough for municipal purposes. If the 
actual value of all property were ascer- 
tained, and the assessments made at a uni- 
form proportion of the full value, the re- 
serve would be tncreased by at least one- 
half. As it is, the property of some classes 
of citizens is assessed at less than one-third 
its full value, while similar property belong- 
ing to other classes is assessed at 50 per 
cent, others at 60 E cent and others within 
10 per cent of total.“

NEW PRIMARY LAW PRESSES 
HARD ON THE “INDIANS.” 


INSTRUCTIONS TO OFFICERS. 


Election Commissioners Call Attention 
to the Requirements of the 
Law on Primaries. 


Under the new primary law the Indians“ 
who desire to vote in the primaries of hoth 
parties will run the risk of arrest and a 
heavy fine and a place behind jail doors. 

On this point especially have the Elec- 
tion Commissioners issued strict instruc- 
tions to the judges and clerks of the pri- 
mary elections, 

The instructions are that any person 
challenged must make oath, that he is a 
qualified voter of the precinct, and that he 


will support the nominees of the party. 

As the new law requires that such oath 
shall be given in such a case, the instruc- 
tions this time are necessarily different 
from any ever of mn before to the judges. 

In fact, the wages and clerks of eiec- 
tion will find much new matter for close 
study in their instructions. One important 
poin is that they must see that the word 

‘voted” is marked in the register after the 
name of each man who has voted. 

The instructions in full to the primary 
election officers as decided upon by the 
Election Commissioners follow: 


minen FoR PRIMARY ELEC- 
ON OFFICERS. 

Office of i Board of Election Com- 
missioners, St. Louis, March 16th, 1897. 
To the Judges and Cterks of Primary Elec- 
tions: Geritlemen—The Board of Election 
Commissioners, with this, hand you a copy 
of the new primary election law, and request 
rou to read carefull r — 4796-a, 4796-b, 
796-e, 4796-h, 4796-3, 4796-1, 4796-m, 4796-n, 4796-0, 
which concern your general duties. 

If any person offers to vote at the prim- 
ary election who is not known to the judges 
to be a member of the political party hold- 
ing the election, any 2 — or challenger 
may challenge the vote of such person, and 
if he is unwilling to make oath that he is a 
qualified voter of the district in which a 
is voting, and that he is a member of the 
political party holding the election, and in- 
tends to support its nominees in the pend- 
ing campaign, the judges should refuse to re- 
ceive his ballot, but if after he is challenged, 
the person takes the prescribed oath that 
he is a ——, voter in said primary dis- 
trict, and that he is a member of the politi- 
cal party holding the election, and intends to 
support its nominees, the judges must re- 
ceive and count his vote after such oath is 
made. 

If any judge or challenger has good rea- 
gon to believe that any man who offers to 
vote has previously voted in another pre- 
cinct on the same day, at the same election, 
his vote should be challenged and refused 
unless he takes oath that he has not voted 
previously at the same -election. If such 
3 takes the prescribed oath that he 
as not previously voted at any other pre- 
cinct at the same election the judges must 
receive and count his vote. 

A blank form for either or both of the 
above prescribed oaths will be furnished 
the judges, and any judge of election may 
administer such oath to any voter, and fill 
out and certify to these affidavits. All af- 
fidavits must be placed in a sealed envel- 
ope and delivered to the Election Com- 
— ged Office with the returns and poll 
ooks. 

Judges and clerks must be careful to see 
that the word ‘‘voted”’ is written in the 
column marked primary elections” in the 
register furnished them opposite the name 
of every man who votes. Sec. 479%-a makes 
it obligatory to the judges and clerks to 
count the votes at the polls, and certify to 
the returns, in writing, to the Board of 
Election Commissioners, and in case any of 
the judges and clerks refuse to sign the re- 
turns, the Board of Election Commissioners 
shall give a certificate of election to the 
candidates or delegates securing the highest 
number of votes, as shown on the face of the 
returns; and these certificates of election 
shall entitle the holders to-a seat and a 
voice tn me temporary organization of the 
conventio

The Judge is a 
supporter of Edwin Harrison, and has en- 
tered protests before the Election Board. 

“You see, Col. Butler and Judge Noonan 
are working a slick scheme to gain a ma- 
jority of judges and clerks and watchers in 
the First Ward,” said Judge Harvey to a 
Post-Dispatch man. The regular Noonan 
delegation alone is all right. Or the regu- 
lar Brown delegation alone would not be 
objectionable. ut the two should not be 
allowed to stand because the names are the 
same on each. Some say the Brown dele- 

ation was put up really as a ‘dummy’ for 

oonan. Anyhow, the names are the same, 
and, hence, the Butler-Noonan forces will 
have the majority of the party machinery 
in their hands on the day of the primaries. 
Such methods are manifestly unfair. It 
seems to me that the Election Commission- 
ers certainly have the power to stop such 
fraud. However, I have not examined the 
new primary law closely vet.“ 

The same objection is raised against the 
Butler-Noonan combine in the Nineteenth 
Ward, where Boss Butler resides. The 
Brown delegation there is composed of the 
Same men, with one or two changes, as are 
found on the regular Noonan delegation; 
and, hence, the Brown delegation bears the 
suspicion of being a Noonan dummy.“
